psychiatrist on the faculty of the 
University of Colorado Medical School 
in Denver, is a firm believer that the 
phenom ena he has witnessed is gen­ 
uine. A fter three years of supervising 
dem onstrations and experim ents be­ 
fore witnesses, his reports are the 
basis for a book, ’’The World o f Ted 
Serios - ‘Thoughtographic’ Studies of 
an Extraordinary Mind,” published 
by William Morrow A Co. ($6.50).
